F.  A.  I.lotz  the  Department  of  Agriculture's 
fruit  specialist  in  Europe..  The  demand  ./as  active  for  high  grade  barreled 
apples  and  more  interest  .vas  manifested  by  the  buyers  in  V/ashington  Winesaps. 
Virginia .YorKS  and  Pippins, . How  YorrC  Baid.vins  and  3en  Davis  and  Oregon 
Newtowns  met  with  a  good^demand  bat  the  demand  //as  only  moderate  for  Virginia 
Ben  Davis  and  Winesaps.     Virginia.'Pippins,  New  York:  Baid.vins  and  Oregon 
Ne-.vto-vns. were  in  moderate  supply  .vhile  the  supplies  of  Virginia  and  New  Yor* 
Ben  Davis  .vere  light.     There  .vere  practically  no  supplies  of  Virginia  York:s 
but  the  supply  of  .'Washington  \7ine  saps  ,vas  liberal.     On  the  //hole,  supplies 
of.  American  apples  .vere  moderate  and  Canadian  barreled  apples  liberal.  All 
American;  fruit  offered  for  sale  at  the  auction  .vas  in  good  condition  except 
New  Yore.  Ben  Davis,  some  lots  of  which  were  in  variable  condition. 

London  prices  of  Virginia  ;;nd  Washington  Winesaps   /ere'  similar  to 
.those,  paid  at  Liverpool  but  the  prices  paid  for  Altermarle  Pippins  and  New- 
towns  .vere  much  lower.    The  difference  on  Albermarle  Pippins  ranged  from 
.#1.94  to.  y2.68  per  barrel  and  on  Newtowns  from  ^.24  to  -J. 59  a  box.  Supplies 
of  all  American  apples  ,/eru  light'  except  Oregon  Newtowns,  the  supplies  of 
.vhich  .ve.re  moderate..    The  demand  was  moderate  for  most  boxed  and  barreled 
varieties.     The  trade  is  primarily  interested  now  in  Austral ir-n  apples, 
supplies  of  .vhich  have  begun  to  arrive. 

In  London,  U.  S.  No.  1,  2-/r 'inch  Virginia  Wine  saps  sold  at  $6.33  to 
$7.06;  Virginia  Pippins,  u.  S.  TTo .  1,  Zh  inch  at  $7.79  to  v8.76,  Unclassified 
.2j  inch  at  05.84  to  06.57  and  New  Yor*  Ben  Davis  Unclassified  3£  inch  at 
.#3.89  to  $4.87  per  barrel.     This  latter  variety  .vas  only  in  fair  condition. 
Extra  fancy  150/175  Washington  Wins  saps  sold  at  #2.31  to  .£2.43  vhile  the 
same  size  of  the  Fancy  grade  made  02.19  to  ^2.31  per  box.    Oregon  Newtowns 
Extra  fancy  150/175  sold  at  ^3.16  to  0^.53,  Extra  fancy  188/smaller  at 
^2.92  to  ^3.16,  Fancy  150/175  at  y2.92  to  $3.16,  Fancy  188/smaller  at  #2. 68 
to  .£2.92,  Combination  Extra  fancy  and  Fancy  150/175  at  y2.68  to  .;2.92  and 
the  Combination  Extra  fancy  and  Fancy  188/smaller  at  ^2.43  to  .32.68  per  box.
